Speaking on the 20th anniversary 
of his own graduation from the 
same institution, Dr. Stewart Win­ 
field Herman, executive secretary of

Division of Lutheran Cooperation in 
Latin America, delivered the com­ 
mencement address Friday evening 
at the Gettysburg Lutheran Theo­ 
logical Seminary.

Speaking on "The Nature of the 
Christian Ministry,” Dr. Herman ap­ 
pealed for recognition of a broad 
rather than a narrow concept of the 
ministry of the Christian church.

corps of professors,” he told the 
seniors. "It is not something that 
begins the morning after your or­ 
dination. The true mark of the 
ministry is the call of God. The 
diploma is a symbol of dlecipleship.”

WASHINGTON IJL-The govern­ 
ment reported Friday living costs 
declined 
slightly 
in 
April. 
The 
drop, the third in three months, 
was alm ost entirely due to lower 
excise taxes effective April I, 
The decline means a pennv-an- 
hour pay cut for about 1.250,000 
workers in the auto, aircraft and 
farm equipm ent industries whose 
pay rates are geared by union 
contracts to the governing living 
cost index. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported its index declined two 
tenths of one per cent from mid- 
M arch to mid-April, lowering the

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Governor Of Georgia Will 
Encounter Rough Sledding 
lf He Fights High Court

WASHINGTON WI — When 
it 
cames time to step into the ring 
with the United States Supreme 
Court, Herman Talmadge. dark­ 
haired governor of Georgia, may 
find he’s overmatched. 
He'a itching, 
he says, for a 
knock-down-drag-out fight with the 
court which on Monday outlawed 
segregation in public schools. He 
says Georgia will defy the decision 
if it’s the only Southern state 
which does. 
Georgia defied the court in Pres­ 
ident Andrew Jackson’s time. Jack­ 
son winked and let Georgia get 
away with it. No president now­ 
adays is likely to follow’ suit. 
Defiance would put Talmadge in 
the position of defying the nation 
and even undermining it since 
there can be no democratic soci­ 
ety unless its members abide by 
the lawful processes, including the 
court, which they created. 
Argue In October 
Talmadge’s

proportion to the willingness of 
other Southern states to go along 
with

comes That's still months away. 
On Monday the court said only 
segregation must end. It invited 
tha attorneys general from the 
states with segregation to argue 
heft in October on terms of a de­ 
cree which will fix a deadline. 
What the government can do to 
make Georgia 
comply, 
lf Tal­ 
madge balks, would depend on how 
he tried to frustrate the court or­ 
der What the government might 
do is neither clear nor predictable 
A few steps, however, appear ob- 
vioua. 
Talmadge could say the ruling 
did not apply to Georgia because 
Georgia wss not one of the states 
involved in the cases on which the 
court ruled, although its ruling 
does apply to all states.

If Talmadge took this stand, 
nothing would happen until some 
Negro parents In Georgia asked 
a federal court to make Talmadge 
end segregation.

ever checked the choke by taking 
off the 
air cleaner 
and looking 
Into the carburetor air inlet with a 
flashlight 
while 
someone 
else 
starts the motor you were prob­ 
ably surprised to see how briefly 
the choke stays in what we call 
the

still stays open enough to allow 
some air to be drawn into the 
motor, but even thus position does­ 
n 't hold but for the initial start. 
Immediately the valve should open 
up enough to let the engine breath 
properly. 
I have been experimenting and 
found that I can open the choke 
wide almost immediatesly after the 
engine starts off, and not get a 
pop back through the carburetor 
until I accelerate. Because of the 
action of the automatic choke some 
car 
engineers 
have 
advocated 
starting right off rather than al­ 
lowing the engine to warm up. 
That's all right from the stand­ 
point of the choke but doesn't take 
into account the lubrication sys­ 
tem and some other factors. My 
feeling is that if the choke is ad- 
.histed to open up sooner you can 
still benefit by fast idling to warm 
up the motor without risking load­ 
ing up and excessive crankcase 
dilution.

Good Check On Motor 
Spark plugs are quite useful as 
a guide to the engine’s condition, 
but too often we are inclined to 
take any damage to a plug as 
evidence of its own shortcomings. 
An engine may be said to be in 
top form if plugs show’ clean in­ 
sulators and no heavy coating of 
carbon clinging to their shell. A 
slightly reddish color is perm issi­ 
ble, and if the engine Is being fed 
gasoline with tetraethyl lead the 
plugs will look either brown or 
gray. 
I

that 
the 
blisters w’hich are so often found 
on the insulator are not due to the 
leaded gas but merely to the plug 
being subjected to excessive heat 
Heavy black carbon deposits on 
the shell, but with the insulator 
remaining clean, usually mean that 
while the plug is hot enough to 
function 
normally the engine Is 
pumping oil. This will be found In 
cases where owners use oil in the 
gasoline, and of course where the 
rings are worn. If the tip of the 
insulators has heavy carbon on it 
don’t Jump to ^he conclusion that 
oil is passing the rings because of 
ring trouble or cylinder wall wear 
because the difficulty may be the 
result of ignition not reaching the 
plug at all tim es.
